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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims 
have been amended to more clearly distinguish the invention over the prior art by 
reciting the specific location for the temperature-indicating element. The closest prior 
art is the Truckai et al reference (2003/0216732) which merely discloses coating the 
electrode with a thermochromic material. There is no teaching or suggestion in the prior 
art for providing the temperature indicating material in the specific location as now 
recited in the claims. 

It is noted that claims 4, 5, 1 1, 12, 16, 18, 19, 24-26, 28, 35-39 and 52 were 
previously withdrawn from consideration and have now been rejoined in view of the 
allowance of independent claims from which they depend.
